cauſe none to be extcuted but ſuch as had been Offers, or iſe Capital Offen-

Army, and in wit Capacity we ſerved him, &c. otherwiſe we muſt expelt no 
merty or fawvorr from the & ing, who would certainly puniſh all ſuch wilfui and ob- 
finate Offenders. By which means they drew us into theAcknowledgment 
oſ our Guilt, and our Examinations and Confeſſions were written and 
ſent to the King, before the Lord Chief Juſtice Jefferies catue to try us 
ſo that he knew before - hand our pertĩcular Crimes, and like Ht received 
Orders from the King (as tis ſuppoſed) who, and what Number to ex- 
ecute; but ſreing our former Confeſſions were ſufficient only to find the 
Bill againſt us by the Grand Jury, and not to prove us Guilty (the Perry 
Jury being 1 72 to give their Verdict according to the Evidence in 
Court) the Lord Chief Juſtice fear ing leſt we ſhould deny what we for- 
metly confeſt, and by that means put them to the trouble of proving it 
againſt us, cauſed about tenty eight Perſons at the Aſſizes at Durcheſſer,

out large Promiſes of the Kings Grace and Favor ; for the Lord Chief 
' Juſtice told us, That if we would acknowledge our Crimes by pleading 
Guilty to our Inditment, the King who was almoſt all Mercy, would be 


at ready to forgive us, as wewete.to rebel. againſt him; yea, as ready 


to pardon us as we would be to ask it of um: andnow was that common 
ſaying verified, Confeſs ang be banged; for notwithſtanding his latge Pro- 
miſes of Grace and Fayour, we were all condemacd to. be drawn, hanged, 
& quartered, & by his order there was 230 executed, beſides a grea Number 
hanged immediately after the Fight; the reſt of us was ordered to be 
Tradſporred to the Caribe Iſlandi, and in order therennto my Brother and 
I, with near 106 more, was given to Jeremiab Nepbo, and by him ſold 
to George Penne a needy Papiſt, that wanted Money to pay for our Tranſ- 
portation, and therefore was very ĩimportunate with my Relations to 
purchaſe mine and my Brothers freedom, which my Relations at firſt 
were unwilling to do, having no affurance of per formüng Articles at ſuch 
a diſtance, and therefore thought it beſt to defer it. until we came to

Vut to return to my diſconrſe, we were conſigned to Charles Thomas 
| and his Company, with porticular Orders and Inſtructions from 


Score Penne not to ſell me nor my Brother, but permit us to make choice 


of ſome Perſbn to own as a titular Maſter ; however, they were ſo un- 
kind, they would not allow us that liberty, but compelled us contrary 
to our Deſires and Inclinations to live with one Robert Bifbop, pretend- 
ing that they had not abſolutely ſold us to him, but could remove us 
again in caſe we diſliked our place; and that the ofore-mentioned George 
Perne might not be obliged to repay the Money we gave him, they told 
us we ſhould have the yearly Salary of twenty Pounds, which they were 
to receive for our Service: But theſe pretences were only to amuſe us, for 
afterwards when we were conſtrained by the great unkindneſs of our · 
Maſter to addreſs our ſelves unto them, not only in Perſon; but alſo by 
many importunate and affectionate Letters, intreating them to uſe their 
utmoſt endeavour and. intereſt with our Maſter in — * to remove us, 
but we found it in vain for they had poſſitively ſold us, and alſo given it 


- in on their Oaths at the Sectatar ies Office. 


When our Maſter perceived that we were uneaſie, and unwilling to 
ſerve him, he grew more and more unkind unto us, and would not give 
us any Clothes, nor me any benefit of my Practiſe, whereby to enable me 
to provide for my ſelf; for I was obliged to give him an account of what 
Phyſick I adminiſtred out of his Plantation, and he received the Mone 
for the ſame. Our Piet wah, very mean, fire Pound of ſalt Iriſb Beef, 
or ſalt Fiſh a Week for eack man, and Indian or G Corn ground 
on a Stone, and made into Dumplins inſtead of Bread; whica 


caurſe and meane fire brought me to a violent Flux, inſomuch that I. 


was focced to complain to my Maſter,. deſiring him to allow me ſome

Flower inſtead of Indian Corn to make Dumplins withal, and humbly re- 
- commended to his conſideration my Profeſſion and Practice, which 1 hoped 
wonld render me deſerving of better Accomodation than was uſually al- 
lowed to other Servants ; but he, not moved with Pity, 'angrily replyed,. 
I wot have ſogoed. Whoſe unkind anſwer moved me ſo, that I had 
the confidence to tell him, That I would no longer ſerve him, nor any 
other as a Surgeon, unleſs I were entertained accerding to the juſt Merits 
olf my Profeſſion and Practice, and that I would chuſe rather to work in 
the Field with the Negroes, than to diſhonour my Profeſſion by ſerving 
him as a Phyſitian and Surgeon, and to accept of the ſame entertainment 
as common Servants. My angry Maſter at this was greatly enraged, and 
the fiery Zeal of his immoderate Paſſion was ſo heightaed by ſome lying 
Stories of a fellow Servant, that he could not content bimſelf wi 
the bare execution of his Cane on my Head, Arms and Back, although 
he had played fo long thereon like a farious Fencer,until he had ſplit him 
in pieces, but he alſo confined me cloſe Priſoner in the Stocks, which 
ſtood in a open place, expoſed to the ſcorching heat of the Sun, where- 
I remained about twelve Houcs, until my Marik. moved either with 
Pitty or Shame, gave oder for my releaſe. | 

It would be too tedious to give a perticular Account of the many other 
Abuſes and Unkindneſſes we received at his Hands, and therefore it ſhall- 
' ſuffice to ſay that in this condition we lived with him about fifteen: 
Moneths, until by his debauched and extravagant courſe of Life he had run 
himſelf ſo extreamly in Debt, and perticularly to thoſe Merchants that 
ſold us to him, that he could not well pay for us; for which reaſon we 
were removed from him, but the Merchants were forced to remit the 
Money due for our Scrvice, before he would return us. And now being 
returned again, we remained in the Merchants Hands as'Goods unſold ; 
and becauſe I would not conſent to be diſpoſed of at their pleaſure, they 
threatned to Horſe-whip me, and put me to ſervile Imployment. 

But we had not been long here before myBrother dyed, and I being wes- 
ried with long and fruitleſs ExpeQtation of my Pardon, and no Ie per- 
plexed and tired with the great Abuſes I had received at their Hands, re- 
ſolved to attempt the making my cſcapTfrom off the Iſlandy to which 

ſe after ſeveral contrivances and ways that came into my Head, and 

thoſe well weighed with all the conſequent Circumſtances that poſſibly 
I could foreſee, I concluded at length to proceed after this manner:

Joa Nathal therefore readily conſented 
to what I propoſed, and after I had enjoyned him to ſecrecy, 1deliyered 
him twelve Pounds to buy the Boat, which accordirgly he did, and gave 
in Security for the ſame at the Secratary's Office, conformable to the 

Rom and Laws of the |{land ; nevertheleſs, all that would not prevent 
the Jealoufic of the Magiſtrates that ſprung from the conſideration of his 
Poverty, and the little ſervicethey knew the Boat would do him, where-

Jab Ns debt paid, and he 
again ſecured to Secrelic, we began to think of providing Neceſſaries 
for our iatended Voyage, which as they occured to my thoughts, I ſer 
them down, th that ſo — might be forgotten, which take as followeth, 
A hundred weight of Bread, a convenient quantity oF Cheeſe, a Cask of 
Water, ſome few Bottles of Carary, Madera Wine -and Beer : Theſe' 
for the ſupport of Nature; and then for Uſe, a Compaſs — 2 ar Chart, 
ha Hour-Glaſs, be Minte-Glaſs, Leg and Line, la 
| Saw and Naies, ſome ſpare Boards, - Lands * 
Candies: Alt which were privately conveyed to a Friends Houſe not far— 
from the Water-ſide, to be in à readineſs againft the time. Which af- 
ter I had bethought my ſelf, who befdes to make choice of for my Com- 
Panions, was the next thing to be conſidered of, but that a luckey chance 
after « hort expectation, preſented us with ons; for within few dayes * 
the Governour of AMevis Ar in at the Barbadoer, the Governour, for 
his more noble entertainment, canſed the Malitia of the Town to be 
in Arms, which was attended with Revelling, Drinking and Feaſting to 
exceſs ; the conſcquence of which I eaſily conjectured would bę drowhie 
Security and Carelefneſs: This time I therefore — moſt pro 
for intended , and gave notice t to my nde 
Com dnions, moſt of whom 1 _ ignorant of my deſtgn until now, fear- 
lag it ſhould by any means be diſcovered, and ordered them not to carry 
home their Arms, but to bring them after it was Night to a* certain 
Store-houſe A Wharf, where I deſigned to put to. Sea: the Store- 
- houſe bein a under che care of John Wicker, one of my Confederates, 
and, e moſt happy convenience to conceal both them and their 
Arms til it was time to fer Sail. 
ln the mean time Joh Nathall PAS a two luſty Blacks to empty the 
Water out of our Skiff, and ſet her a float, and then brought her to the 
" "Wharf before the Store=boule, whither by this time we had-conveighed 
ba Fay ther keeping” the Blacks within the Store-houſe, that they

it time to embark in our mall Veſſel, we aſſigned

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us notice if the Watch ſhould Kipperrto co . inch ed with," 
all ſpeed we put our Proviſions ind Neceſſavies aboard ; whica we had 
no ſooner” done, but we had an Alarm that the Watch was approaching 
to the head of the Wharf: a misfortune which ſo ſurprized us, that we. 
all of an inſtant betook ourſelves to our Heels,” ind for my own part 
foon recovered a Friends Honſe, giving all for loſt, ſuppoſing-my Com- 
panions were fallen into the Enemies hands. But whilſt I was:condoling  - 
my Misfortune to my Friend, and _ giving him a lamentable account of - 
our attempt and diſcovery, and alſo conſulting whither to retire in the 
Country to lie dormant if poſſible, till ſome better opportunity offered it 
ſelf, 1 heard a Per ſon at the Window enquiriag for me. At firſt 1 was 
in a dreadful fear, left it was one of the Watch in quick perfuit after me, 
but knowing him by his Voice to be one of my Companions, I gladly re- 
ceived the account he gave me, which was, that the Watch came only to 
call up one of their Number that was to watch with them that Nigbt, and 
then went away without taking the leaſt notice of the Boat. However, 
I was fo diſheartened by this unlucky Accident, that I was altogether un- 
willing to make 2 ſecond attempt, till at length over-ruled hy the Im- 


portunity of my Friend, more eſpecially when he told me that they 


all waited for me, and cou'd not go without me (for neither of them 
had any skill in Navigation.) and conſidering the baſenefs of diſappoint- 
ing ſo many Perſons whom I had ingaged in ſo much danger, I reſolved 
once more to hazard 2 burnt Forehead and fore Back, and going with 
him to the Water ſide, I fonnd my Companions by the Boat waiting for 
me, and not a little glad to ſee me come again 3 then we put the Negroes 
into the Store-houſe, charging them not to ſtir forth, or make any 
noiſe till the Morning; and to incourage them to be faithful tous, I gave 
them three half pieces of Eight for their good Service. ze 
This done, and thus delivered from our Fears, we in our 
ſmall Veſſel, being in number eight, namely, Jaln Whicher, erer Regwell, 
Willians Woodcock, Jobs Cooke, Jeremiab Ai, and my ſelf, Which were 
Sufferers on the account of the Duke of Ah ; the ther two was: 
Job Nathal who bought the Boat for me, and Thomas Waker: Thomas 
in, of whom I- formerly ſpake, was {6 poſſeſſed with fear of bei 
ny that he 65 852 80 Gs yon Midnight. we put of 
to Sea, ning njra/ae, 1 Dutch Iſland, that lies about 200 Les | 
thence, ran Horſt — go to any Exgliſß Iſland, ſor 522 
taken ind fent back again. We rowed foffly WT 
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thotof che gt 3 for there lay at that time a Man of War in the Road, 
which ns not 4 little afraid of being diſcovered by thoſe watchful 
Enemies,” but Providence ſo ordered it, that we. paſſed both without diſ- 
| covery.” However, by chat time we were got clear of the Fort and 
' Shiping; our Boat being ſo extream leaky, had taken in ſo much 
Water, that we were almoſt ready to fink, not dating to heave it out 
before for fear of making a noiſe to alarm our Enemies: But having the 
conveniency of a Tuband large wooden Bowle, we fell to work, and in 
a lirtle time we pretty well emptied out Boat, and then we ſet our Maſt 
and hoiſted our Sail, and ſteered our Courſe Sexrb-HWeft as near as 1 could 
judge, (intending to make the great Granada )for our Candles being bruie 
ſed into one maſs of Tallow, and our Tinder and Matches wet, we 
could notftrike's light to ſteere by our Compaſs, neither indeed had we 
any Candles lighted for the ſame Reaſon, during our whole Voyage, fo 
that in the Night we were forced to ſteere by the Stars, and * it 
was cleudy, by the Wind. 82 | 
That which troubled us moſt, was the leakinefs of our little Veſſel, for 
although we endeavoured all we could to top her gaping Seams, with 
our Linnen, and all the Rags we had, which we tallowed with our brui- 
ſed Candles, yet fhe was ſo thin, ſo feeble, ſo heavy loaden, and wrought 
ſo exceedingly,by reaſon of the great motion of the Sea, that we could not 
poſſibly make her tight, but was forced to keep one Perſon almoſt con- 
tinually Night and Day, to throw out the werer,during our whole Voyage; 
the ſame Night moſt of my Companions were ſo Sea ſick, that notwith- 
ſtanding we were all ready to fink, I could hardly perſwade them to 
throw ont the Water, and my place being at the Helm to gnide and go- 
vern the Boat, I could not go thence ; however at length, through. 
great Importunity and earneſt Perſwaſions, I prevailed with them to 
rake a little pains to preſer ve us from drowning. My Companions now 
themſelves at Berbadoes again, and would: willingly have 
returned, but I told them, there was no poſlibility of it, being { far to 
leward of the Idand. : One of them through Careleſne£& in heaving out 
the Water, threw over our wooden Bowle, and we rer with. 
a large Wind, could not ge back to take ir up, ſo that we nothing 
left to throw out the Water but our Tub, which obliged them to be more

"Iſland, at teafh fur enough from being deferied from thence: And per- 
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ceiving ao ſort of Veſſel in per ſuit of us, we began to be cheered ap with 
the thoughts of our Liberty, and the hopes of our ſafe arrival at our 
deſired Port: But then alas! the Night no ſooner approacht, but we 
were aſſalled with a- brisk Gale of Wind, under which misfortune. ano- 
ther worſe befell us, that we ſplit our Rudder, {> that we were forced to 
lower our Sail, and with an Oar to keep our Boat before the Sea, - whilſt 
one of my Company (a Joyner) mended our” Helm, by nailing to it two 
pieces of Boards, that done, we went cheerily on again. N | 
Maythe f ith, we had indifferent good Weather, and my Companions | 
pretty well recovered of their Sea ſickneſs, and now we had time to put 
things in 2 better poſture in our Boat, and to raiſe her, which-we did by 
nailing on Tarpolings from her tides to our Oars, that were laſht faſt: 
about nine Inches above, which did vs good ſervice in keeping out the 
Sea: We likewiſe made a Tilt, with a Hamock over the hinder part of 
our. Boat, to defend us from the ſcorching heat of the Sun. | 
May the 12th, this Morning notwithſtanding we ſteered Sourth-Weft to 
weather the Great Granada the Currant had fer us fo mach to the North- 
werd, that we made the Granadilocs to beir Weſt of us, which obliged us 
to ſteere more Southerly to weather the Gr:ar Granada. . 

' May the 13th, the laſt Night we weathered the Great Granada, and 
ſteered down the South fide of the ſame, and then ſhaped our Courſe 
for the Teftegoes, for I could not take — true Obſervation by my Q 
drant, becauſe of the une ven mo ion of the Sea, and the ncarneſs of the 
Sun to the Zenith, and therefore was conſtrained to ſteere à Courſe from 
Ifland to Ifland, though the farther way about.

Aly the 15th, we had fair Weather, and very pleaſant Sailing down 
the North ſide of this Iſland : - But when we had got about the of 
the Iſland my Companions were n9 leſs importunate than before to go 

aſhore for freſh Water; to which I at length conſented, partly becauſe 
I ſaw that part of the Ifland free from Inhabitants, and partly enticed . 
by the fair appearance of a ſandy Bay, and the Water ſeemed ſo ſmooth, 
that 1 2 we could not injnre our Boat by running her aſhore; in 
regard we had neither Anchor nor Grapling to ride her off. But con- 
trary to our expectations, and to our great ſur pri ſal, we found the Ground 
near the Shore extream foul, and the Sea teaved us fo faſt in, that we 
could net poſſibly avoid being ſplit oh the Rocks, had not I leaps into the 
Sea to fend. her off, which hilſt I laboured to do with my Feet againſt 
the Rock, till 1 was almoft ſpent, my. Companions with their two Oars 
rowed her off, at which our Hearts were filled with Joy,and our Mouthes + 
with Praiſes to the Lord, ho had ſo wonderfully preſer ved us from be- 
ing cat away on this Iſland, where probably we muſt either have been: 
ſtat ved our ſelves, or have become Food fer thoſe-inhamarſe Man eaters, 
From the Weft end of this Iſland we directed our Covrſe for Saltatadas, but 
that After-noon the Wind increaſed, and a white Ring encircled the 

Moon, which I thought preſaged ill Weather, and to our great ſorrow : 
proved too true, for about nine at Night a dreadful Storm aroſe, which 
made us deſpair of ever ſeeing the Morning · Sun; and now the Sea be- 
gan to faam, and to turn its ſmooth Surface into Mountains and Valea, 
our Boat was toſſed and tumbled from one {ide to the other, and ſo vio- 
lently driven and hurried away by the fury of the Wind and Sea, that 1 
was affraid we ſhould be driven by the Iſland in the Night time, and 
therefore we brought our Boat too, with her Head againſtthe Sea; but the 
Wind and Sea ill increa ing we was forced to bear up before it, with only 
Sail-ſofficient to give her ſteeridge way. And now in vain we began to 
wiſh our ſebves at the Barbadoes again, or which was worſe on that iſland 

on hic we were ſo lately like to have been wrackt, believing that a; 
Miſery then, which now we ſhould have thought x happineſs j and that 
which:confirmed vs the more in the certainty of our approaching Ruia, 
was an unerpected Voice, which to our thinking, ſeemed to hallow. to 
us at a great diſtance: But the Omnipotent, who is never unmindful of | 
the Cries of his People in Diſtreſs,” beard our Prayers; ſo that When all /

Theſe Privareers at firſt were very kind to us, and gave us ſome of their Pro- 
viſion, and related to us the Story of their Adventures, which to the beſt of 
my memory was thus that they formerly belonged to one Captain Tauche, 
Commander of a Privateer of 48 Guns that deſigned to plunder. a Spaniſh 
Ton by the Gulf of Florida, cꝛlled St Auguſteen, and in order thereunto

One the Soxcb ſide near the Eaf end, is ce Salenaes, or falt Ponds, from 

whence the Salt is brought; waich is thus made, the Sta or ſalt Water 
penetrates through the beachy Banks of the Sea, and over - flous a large 
Plain of two or three Miles circamference, near a Foot deep, where by 
the ſcorching heat of che Sun the thin Aqueous part is exhaled, and the 
Saline part is Coagulated into pare white Chriſtaline Salt; and becauſe 
there is a continual-ſapply of Salt Water from the Sea, the Sun continues 
exhaling and coigulating,uncil the whole Salenaes is deeply covered oyer 
with Salt, ſo that all they have to do is only to rake it together, and carry 
it aboard. There is great plenty of Birds and Fowl, as Pelican: Flammans, 
Parakets, Mocking Birds, and a innumerable company of Sea- Foul, and 
_ Vegi: able productions, of which I ſhall have occalion to treat here- 
after. 20 

But to return from this Digreſſion, the Privateers had no ſooner left 
us, but we found our ſelves of neceſliry obliged to ſeek out for Proviſion, 
and being led by the Example of thoſe four Privateers that ſtaid behind, 
we walked along the Sca-ſhore to watch. for Tortoiſe or Turtle, which 
when they came up out of the Sea to lay their Eggs in the Sand, we tuxa- 
ed them on their Backs, and t1ey being uncapable of tarning themſelves 
again, we let them remaia #2 till the day following, or until we had con- 
veniency of killing them; for if they were ſuficieatly defended from the 
heat of the Sun by a ſhade, which we uſually built over them, they woul 1 live. 
ſeveral days out of the Water: And thus we walked to and fro in the 
Night time to turn Turtle, and in the Oi time we were imploy ed in kil- 
ling them, whoſe Fleſh was the chiefeſt of our Diet, being roaſted by 


the Fire on wooden Spits; and ſometimes when we deſignad a. Feaſtival 


we left ſome part of the Fleſh on the Ctlepitch and. Calapee, that is, the 
Back and Breaſt Shells, which we roaſted, by ſetting them upright ia two

us his condition, and deſired us tp help kim to regain what was ſo un- 

gratefully taken from him and his fellow - ſufferers, by their own Country- 

men and Boats Crew, which we readily agreed to; and when we had. 

fixt our Arms, we travelled all Night till we came where the Boat lay, 

which was about fix or ſeven Miles from that place. When we came 

near the place, we hid our ſelves in the Buſhes by the Sea ſide, 

waiting their coming aſhore next Morning, which they uſually did as we 

were informed. Morning being come, two of them came aſhore, and the 

Negro ſla ve bearing a Veſlel to fetch Water, and they with their Arms, 

leaving one aboard with about twelve pieces by him ready loaden; when 

they were come on ſhore, we appeared with our Arms ready cockt, 

encloſed them, and took them Priſoners, then we brought them to the 
Water · ſide, and ſhewed the other aboard what we had done, command= 

ed him not to Fire, but to jump over board, and ſwim aſhore to us, which 

he immediately did : So taking them all Priſoners, we put them aſhore, 

leaving them ſome of our Proviſion ;; the reſt we put aboard in order to 
proſecute our Voyage for New-England. So victualling and watering our 

ſmall Frigot in the beſt manner we could we left them upon the Iſland, and 

the 24th of Ag took our Departure from Saltatudot, and in about ſix 
dayes time made the Iſland of Porto Rica, but our Pilot not being very 
well acquainted with that Country, ſuppoſed it to be the high Land of St 
Domingo upon Hiſpaniala, & therefore ordered to bear up the Helm, & ſtand 
away to the Weſtward before the Wind: the next day we could ſee no 
Land, which cauſed no ſmall trouble amongſt us, being dubious where 
we were. Towards the Evening we made the Ef end of Hiſpaniols : 
then our Pilot ſaw his error, that we had loſt our paſſage between the 
two Iſlands, Hiſpaniola and Pertarico, before-mentioned, we were failing 
down the South ſide of Hiſpainiels about nine dayes; having ſometimes 
very little Wind, at other times Tarnadoes, that we could not carry Sail. 
Our Water being all ſpent, we were forced ſome to drink their on 
Water, others to drink {alt Water taken up by the fide. Runging 
along cloſe aboard ſhore, we eſpied three men running with all the haſte 
that poſſibly they could, till they came to a Canow which lay at the 
Month of a Creek, which immediately they rowed up into the Gountry 
among the Woods, we imagining they were afraid of us, ſuppoſing us to 
be Spaniardi, then we came to an Anchor, and my ſel with one more, (a 
Carpenter) ſwim*d aſhore, but with a great deal of difficulty, for the 
Rocks ly ing fo far off the ſhore, had like to have daſht out our Brains ; 
| E 2 Coming 
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Coming afhore we ſwom up the Creek, but the Tyde being ſo ſtrong 
againſt us, we were forced to return back again; neither finding the 


men, nor hopes of getting freſh Water, therefore we ſwom a 


board again. 


Weighing our Anchor, we, ſteered within the Iſle of Aſh, which lies 
almoſt to the Weſt end of uiſpaniola, our Pilot looking over his Wag. 
goner, found that witbin this Iſland was a. freſn Water Creek, into 
which we deſigned to run, but through miſtake run about two Leagues 
up into a wrong Creek, where we could ſind no freſh Water, that with 
drinking ſalt Water our Mouthes were almoſt. grown together, and, 
hardly able to ſpeak; but Cod Almighty was pleaſed to ſend vs a very 
great ſhower of Rain, which lafted ſo long, that by means of a Sheet 
held up by the four Corners, with a weight in it, we canght about 
two Gallons of Water. So loaring our Sails we haledup the Creek into, 
the Woods, and went aſhore, and concluded to dig a Well; when we 
had digged about four or ſix Foot deep, we faund frei Water to our. 
great Comfort and Satisfaction; lying aſhore all Night to take up the 
Water as it ſprung, we were almoſt: ſtung to death with a fort of Flys,, 
called Auſquetoes and Aerrywings, which draw'd Bliſters and Bladders in 
our Skin; that we lookt as if we had had the Small Fox, Which was very 
tedious for our Bodies to endure. - By next Morning, we had got about; 


forty Gallons of Water aboard, with which we put to 
We had not been at Sea above three Hours, before, we ſaw a 


again; but 
Sail within, 


the Weſt end of the Ifle of Aſh, before · mentioned; we bore up our Helm, 
and ſtood away for her; In à ſhort time we ſaw her come to an Anchor: 
ſuppoſing her to be a Jamaica Sloop, for ſhe had our Kings Jack & Antient 


out: We hailed them, 'whoſe anſwer was (from Jamaica) 


ſo coming 


to Anchor by their ſide; they laid us aboard with two Canows, full of 
Spaniards, all armed as Pirates, and carried us aboard their Sloop; ſtript 

-— vs naked, and put us down in their Hold, _ having nothing to lay our 
naked Bodies upon only their Ballaſt-Stones, or a top of their Water 


Cask; the Provifion they allowed us was courſe and ſhort, 
a Pint of Indian Corn a day for a man for nine dayes together.

The place where they carried ts, is called dt Fago, a - Spaniſh Town . 
vpon Cuba, we remaind-in this condition above kx Moneths ; when 
they went to Sca, we were carried as their Slaves, (to pump Ship) waſh 
theit Clothes, and beat Corn in great wooden Morters, and Negroes. 


with naked Swords, always ſtanding by as Overſeers, that 
have been «bladdered and ſo ſore, that we could hardly hold 


our Hands. 
any. thing :, , 
When. 
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When at home, our buſineſs was 19 the Canow ap two Leagues in 
the Country (full of Jars to fetch Water) which we were forced to 
carry upon our naked Backs a great way to fill them; ſometimes into 5 
the Woods to cut Wood, bare-footed and bare-leged, neither Shirts to 
our Backs, nor Hat to our Heads, but only a Rag ſuſſicient to cover 
our Nakedneſs. Gur Proviſion, as I told you before, was Indian Corn 
boiled in Water, but a larger ſhare than at firſt. 
About the latter end of October we were divided, my ſelf with three 
more were put on board a ſmall Barque, the reſt of my Companions re- 
mained aboard the$loop, both Vellels being bound down to leward ofC ape 
Cruſe, having information of a Darch Trader that lay there before a ſmall, 
Town, called _ ; in which Voyage we were. taken all very ſick in 
the Ague, as well Spaniards as Engliſh, which reduced us to a, deplorable 
condition, having nothing to yield us any comfort. In this diſtemper + 
dyed one of our Companionn' Feremiab Atkins of Taunton during his 
Sickneſs, they were very cruel. to him, not ſuffering us to carry him 
= | down into the Hold, but made him lie Day and Night upon the Deck ; 
all we could do for him, was to cover him with the bark of a Cabbage-- 
Tree, to keep the Sun from him by Day, and the Dew. by Night: In 
this languiſhing condition he lay about a Week, and then dyed; when 
dead, they threw him over board, letting him float à Stern, without - 
uling any means to ſink him, as is ufual. Returning back again for St., 
Jag, without their expected Prize, off of Cape Cruſe, my ſelf and one 
more of our Companions was taken again from on Board the Barque, | 
and put aboard the Sloop, and two other of our Exgliſh were put aboard the | 
Barque, who took their departure from us at Cape Cruſe aforeſaid, bound 
for Carthagena, a Spaniſh Town upon the main Continent. In five dayes 
we artived at our Port of St Jago, where we lay about a Moneth, and | 
having kreen'd our Sloop, put to Sea again, bound for the North fide of \þ 
Hiſpaniola to take French men. Torning up toWindward-of Cub a, we met 
with a Jamaica Sloop bound for the Wrack, the Sparjard commanded , 
him to hoiſt out is Canow, and come aboard; which he refuſing; went 
his way, having weathered Cape Myeeze, which is the Eaſtrard point, 
of Cuba; we ſtood along ſhore bound for a ſmall Town, call'd Rarracco, 
where in two dayes we arrived: we lay there till the latter end of October, 
t which place our Sloop drove ahore, and ſtruck off about fourteen 
oot-of her falſe Keel ; but after a great deal of trouble got her off again 3 
this place they got two Hogs,and a quantity of Plantins, a ſort of 2 
that

that grows upon Trees; they are made uſe of inftead of Bread among 
the Inhabitants in the Weft-Indies. We then proceeded in our Voyage 
for Hiſpaziola, and fell in with a place, called the Adowd, off which 
place we ſaw two Sail, an Engliſh Veſſel that came from Jamaica, 
bound for New-York, and a French Sloop bound for Pertygwavers,a French 
Town toleward on the North fide of the faid Hiſpamola; having a frefh 
Gale we came up with the Exgliſh man, brought him by the Lee, com- 
manded the Captain aboard, with four of his men, and put twelve 

Spaniards aboard his Ship. Then chaſing the-French-man, came up with 

him about an hour after Night: the French- man ſtood it out and fought 
us, making a ſtout Reſiſtance, although they had not above ſeven-or 

eight men, and in the Spariards were thirty five Men, eight Guns, fix 
Patterreroes, and every man his ſmall Arms: The French making ſuch 

a a bold Reſiſtance kept them off, till ſuch time as they had an opportunity, 
to run their Sloop a Ground in the AAoula, in the dark, by which means 

they ſaved their lives, other wiſe they had been all dead men, as theSpariards 

ſwore if they took them: In the next Morning we run into the Afould, 

and brought out their Sloop, and put about ten Men aboard, bringing both 

Prizes away for St. Jago. From the Engliſh Captain they took 900 J. in 

Money, and plundred him of all he had, fave the ſuite of Clothes that he 

wore, and waited the Governours motion to make a Prize of the Ship, 

which would have been done, had not the Spaxiſh Governour received 

advice of the Duke of Albermales arrival at Jamaica; upon which news 
the Governour paid the Engliſh Captain 600 J. of his Money back again, 

and ſent him away to Jamaica, and all the Engliſh Priſoners, that would 
go with him were free by his conſent. By this time arrived the 
' Farque, in which was the other three of our Companions, who were 
very-glad · to hear of our and their Redemption, we embarqued once again 
Free- men together, by God's Grace bound for Jamaica, where we 
ſafely artived about the latter end of March ; So ſeperating our. ſelves 
wwe endeavoured in the beft manner we could to get paſſage for England 
our native Country, deſiring God Almighty to deliver us, and all our 
dear Country-men Proteſt ants,from the barbarous Cruelty of the Spaniards 
and Papiſts.
